55} slipped .2 to 6.3 to garner #7. WWKB-1520 kot talk (The Big 1520) rated #14 overall with a 
1.6, down .1 from last time. #15 was WWWS-1400 Urban oldies/OJ., up 4 to a 1.3 and rated 
#16 was WUFO-1080 urban AC/gospel (The Pacesetter) at 1.2, + 0.2. in San Francisco, Numero 
Uno overall was KGO-810 (News/ talk) with a 6.9. #2 was KCBS-740 (all news) with a 48. 
KNBR-686 (sports) came in 4th with a 4.1. Those folks by the Bay have very good taste when it 
comes to radio! And it's good to see a couple of smaller markets’ ratings shaw up on the ‘Net. 
The Bakersfield report says news-talker KERN-1410 finished in the #3 position with a 7.1, 
news-talk KNZR-1560 in 10th place with a 2.4, Spanish KWAC-1490 in at #11 with a 1.7, 
KCWR-550 (SMN-Country) in 12th with a 1.5, KBID-1350 in 18th place with their 
BBD/NOS/sports format with a 1.4, KGEO-1230 (talk) placing 20th with a 8 and in 2ist 
position was SSer KCHJ-1018 with a .6.

Many stations have 
low or very low modulation on a tegular/irregutar basis, varies hour-by-haur and day- 
to-day (noted on 207, 549, 702, 819, 1053, and 1492.7}, Many transmitters are off the air at 
odd times during daylight hours; for some this seems to be part of a schedule, others seem 
to be totally random outages (540, 549, 612, 702, 819, 1044, 1053, 1233, and 1492.7 all 
examples of this condition). One transmitter (1188) was consistently over- modulated and 
had badly distorted audio. Frequency accuracy was not perfect, allowing for the 
limitations of the Sony 2001D (Euro-version of Sony 2010 - Jim). 1492.7 and 827.9 were 
measured rather than nominal 1494 and 828 kHz. The Network arrangement 1s 
interesting, probably unpredictable and more complex than the WRTH would lead one to 
expect. In mid-evening (around 2100 UTC) there are 4 networks operating: “A” 207, 540, 
594, 612, 819, 1953 and FM (other listed transmitters on 711, 864, 936, 999 and 1080 were 
not heard, but they may be on the air. "B" 1188 and FM (other B transmitters not heard), 
sign-on 0600 UTC. "C" 702, $28, 1492.7 (other C transmitters not heard). "Medi-Un" 171 
and 1044 kHz. During the early morning (around 0200 UTC) the only transnutters 
detectable were 540, 612, 819 and 207 all in parallel, which seers to confiem 24 hour 
operation of network "A", During the day up to ten different program sources were noted 
at one time (1200 UTC). Most of these were opt outs of the A network and were often 
marred by poor modulation, silent air and mains hum. Spanish programs are heard on 
828, 1053, 1188, and 1492.7 at 0900-1000 UTC, this is a mix of B & C transmitters. English 
breakfast is 1005-1130 UTC weekdays only on 1188, identifying as "RTM International 
from Rabat”, [Steve Whitt, MWN AUG-SEP 1995; condensed)

Steve describes the loop: the whole loop cunningly collapses into a cardboard tube 56 cm long and 
3 cm diameter and it can be dismantled and re-erected in under 3 minutes! Its amplifier box, 
which also is the base for the antenna, occupies a space about 12x10x9 cm in your suitease and 
weighs little more than the batteries used to power it.

Most of this column comes from the annual railroad and radio trip. This year’s tup was heavily 
yadio-based, with three more Profiles waiting in the wings, and visits to aver 45 stations, primarily 
transmitter sites, The next convention slide show, on the east coast, or where there is a commuter 
rail system, will be all-new, ranging from a long wire antenna to nine of the tallest towers that 1 
have seen, in three closely-spaced rows. Also heard Jerry Starr on the radio, and Chris Cuomo 
broadcasting on one of John Malicky’s tapes. Four of you were most enjoyable and helpful guides, 
and should you get to suburban CT, I will be delighted to serve as a guide, although we have no 
twelve-tower arrays! Transmitter photography is not without hazards - being chased twice by 
dogs, a nervous station manager wondering why pictures were being taken of his ultra-right-wing 
Christian station - he could have not been more gracious when J told him about the hobby - and 
one semi-naked, grossly obese Jabba the Hutt astride a power mower. His royal porkiness wanted 
to have us arrested “for taking pictures - you know that the FCC licenses this" (what a revelation!!). 
We ignored hum and left - with pictures.

Former New Hampshire Governor Francis 
Powell Murphy, having left public office, 
wanted to maintain a high profile around the 
Granite State. What better way to do so than 
radio! He founded “The Radio Voice of New 
Hampshire”, and, in September, 1940, 
received FCC approval to build Manchester's 

~ second radio station. He chose the call 
WMUR, for his last name, for the station 
which would air at 610 khz, with 500 watts 
daytime power, and 1000 watts at night. 

Murphy and two partners invested over $200,000 in WMUR, for studios, and offices at 1819 Elm 
Street, and four 300 foot high, self supported towers along the west bank of the Merrimack River. 
1819 Elm Street was a spacious brick house, into which $75,000 was spent, to turn the home into 
an elegant broadcasting facility. A Manchester Union Leader feature of the era described WMUR's 
deep pile rugs, and opulent furniture adorning three studios. The largest studio was equipped with 
an organ, piano, and 75 blue leather upholstered chairs. The second studio featured a grand piano, 
and the third was a fully equipped recording studio. Murphy purchased over 60,000 records for 
WMUR’s library. Even though his station had yet to go on the air, Murphy applied for an FM 
license, and WMUR’s huge control room had the necessary space to add FM controls. 

‘On October 1, 1941, at 5:45pm, Governor Murphy signed his station on the air, with a welcome 
to his listeners, and staff announcer Arthur Amadon rendered a solo, the title of which has 
vanished into posterity! WMUR became Manchester's Blue Network outlet, and in 1945, WMUR 
became along with the rest of the Blue Network, an ABC affiliate. Soloist Amadon was WMUR's 
morning announcer. His show included 15 minutes of local news in English, and then in French 
for the thousands of French Canadians calling Manchester home, laboring in the Ameskeg Textile 
Mills lining the Merrimack River. 

Another WMUR personality was Sherman Feller, who later moved to Boston radio, and for 
decades was the announcer in Fenway Park until he died in 1993. Sherm was the on-duty 
announcer early Sunday morning on December 7, 1941, when the AP teletype started ringing 
wildly signifying a bulletin of earth influencing magnitude. He performed the dismaying task of 
informing his listeners, most on their way to mass, of the Pearl Harbor attack, “The day that will 
live in infamy”. 

A happier time in 1945 saw WMUR's live remote on Elm Street, Manchester's main street, in the 
midst of thousands of joyous citizens celebrating VJ Day. Regular WMUR features of the era 
included the live Bernie Mack Onginal Radio Juke Box, a telephone request program. He would 
drop a nickel in a specially adapted juke box and then play the request. In 1946, WMUR and the 
Manchester Union Leader teamed up to present eight local newscasts throughout the day from the 
paper's office. World War II began the trend for people to rely on radio for current news. These joint 
newscasts lasted well into the 1950's. 

Through the 1940's, WMUR brought the ‘Farm and Home Digest” - daily farm news from the 
University of New Hampshire's Agricultural School at the Durham campus, to its listeners, many 
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of whom were farmers. Each Saturday afternoon Bernie Mack hosted a live two hour dance for 
teens from Manchester's Cacoa-nut Grove Ballroom. | 
WMUR-FM became a reality on December 21, 1947, as a 2300 watt station, at 95.7 mhz. It 
broadcast from 4:15pm to 11:00pm, simulcasting WMUR-AM with the exception of three hours of 
classical music from 5:00pm to 8:00pm. A temporary transmutter topped the garage at 1819 Elm 
Street. The permanent antenna was erected in the spring when more temperate weather arrived, 


atop Gaffstown’s Mt. Uncanoonuk. WMUR-FM never turned a profit and went silent in 1951. 

Also in 1951, the present studio building was built at the transmitter site, on Stark Lane, 
although operations remained downtown, In 1954, WMUR joined the New England - wide Yankee 
Network. 

WMUR aired Irish and French programs through the 1950's. Joe Maltais hosted a Sunday 
morning French show on WMUR {as well as on other New Hampshire stations). Tom Powers 
began a thirty-year stint as WMUR's Irish show host, on St. Patrick's Day, 1948. Irish melodies also 
were heard on WMUR's Jimmy Dooley Show. 

WMUR put New Hampshire's first and only VHF TV Channel on the air, from 1819 Elm Street, 
on March 26, 1954. Many WMUR radio staffers did double duty on TV. Channel 9, easily received 
throughout metropolitan Boston, 50 miles away, developed quite an audience, because it carried 
movies not seen on Boston stations. 

Francis Murphy sold WMUR Radio in 1956 to insurance company owner Madeline Girolimon, 
wife of WMUR announcer "Speedy" Girolimon, for $150,000. The station's call sign was changed to 
WGIR for the new owners. The Northeast Broadcasting Corporation, station owners, dropped ABC 
for the CBS network, and promoted announcer Bernie Mack to station manager. The Northern New 
England Network was founded with WGIR, WKNE-1290, Keene, and WWHN-930, Rochester, 
simulcasting much programming. 

WGIR was to be sold again in 1960 to Norman Knight, the present owner, for $327,000. He 
promoted Bernie Mack to General Manager, a position he would hold until 1977, when he was 
injured in an automobile crash. WGIR's entire operation moved from Elm Street to the present Stark 
Lane site. In 1963, WGIR-FM again went on the air, this time or 101.1 mhz, with 5 kw power, from. 
Uncanoonuk Mountain, site of all of Manchester's FM and TV antennas. 101.1 FM mostly simulcast 
‘AM programs. 

WGIR expanded its news programming. “Operation News” became a thirty minute local news 
summary at 6:00pm. The AM Report was the beginning of today's daily AM drive four hour “New 
Hampshire's Morning News". Entertainment was sloganed "The Wonderful World of Music’, 
essentially middle of the road selections. By 1970, WGIR had developed into an adult 
contemporary station with two hour news blocks during drive times - popular because of the long 
drives to jobs in Boston and along Route 128's “Technology Row” by many New Hampshire 
workers. WGIR News made a point of covering stories all over Manchester in its highly distinctive 
mobile units. 

In 1983, WGIR ‘The Spirit of New Hampshire" added Talknet, starting the transition to today's 
all talk format. The FM went to an album - oriented rock format on “Rock 101", and later to hard 
rock. "Rock 101” received a power increase to 13,500 watts with a new tower atop Uncanoonuk 
Mountain. Today WGIR-FM is back to an AOR format with continuous classic rock. 

Norman Knight's ‘Knight Quality Stations" operates WGIR 24 hours a day with no silent period. 
It is all talk, with the exception of the morning news block, augmented by sports, Wall Street 
Journal Business at :20 and :50, traffic and weather. ABC News is heard on each hour. Co-anchors 
Bill Ross and Maureen Egan host WGIR's ambitious news effort. Four full time news people insure 
continuous area coverage. The WGIR Storm Center keeps southern New Hampshire informed 
when the area is attacked by the snow storms for which New Hampshire is noted (and skiers love}! 

After 9:00am, WGIR carries the popular Dr. Dean Edell with medical advice. At 10:00am, 
Program Director Dan Pierce hosts a two hour talk show. Rush Limbaugh, Paul Harvey, G. Gordon 
Liddy, Pete Rose Sports, and Gil Gross round out the day. Over nights, Rush Limbaugh and Dan 
Pierce are repeated. 

Saturdays feature the four hour morning news block and syndicated talk, and Sunday's 
schedule is syndicated programming. WGIR sports include Red Sox baseball, Bruins Hockey, 

(when not on strike!), Patriots football, and New Hampshire College Basketball, as well as local 
sports talk shows, hosted by Sports Director Rich Levine, On both Saturday and Sunday, a locally 
produced hour of news is heard at noon. 

WGIR's 7! Stark Lane headquarters includes offices, the FM station, a new AM control room, an 
AM production room, and the station's two transmitters, a Harris SX-5, backed up by a Gates unit. 
WGIR protects WIP-610, Philadelphia, WSKQ-620, Newark, WICC-600, Bridgeport, and CGNC- 
610, New Carlisle, PQ. Different patterns are required for day and night. The four towers, 
immediately adjacent to Route 3, send the signal mostly north, into the White Mountains. 
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WGIR is Manchester's full service radio station, to which the over 80,000 city citizens and 
thousands of other Granite State residents tune to learn what is going on in their region, the state, 
and the world.

DXing at Baconao, Santiago de Cuba

Surprised on the heading? Yes, this 1s a short bandscan at a place some 25 kms. east of 
Santiago de Cuba, named Baconao; this is where the hotel is located, But don't think ahead, I did 
not go to Cuba, Who did? And how did I get this? Can you imagine? Simple. lt was my cousin 
Franklin. He is a civil engineer and for many years a professor al one of the leading universities 
in Santo Domingo. We once intended to visit, both of us, Puerto Rico in order to rent a car and 
see the whole island, but the Consul in Santo Domingo who attended him did not even took a 
look at his documents and he was rejected, no visa, why? who knows? So, he said, “If | can't to 
Puerto Rico or the U5. I'll go to Cuba, they don't ask any questions, they just want you to spend 
your dollars with them.” So he took the trip and spent a weekend there. 

The DXing was too hard as he took with him the worst receiver he had, just in case he 
could lose it, as he did not wish to lose a good one, st was that famous Realistic 12-625, which is 
very weak and un-calibrated and he was not prepared for that, as 1 usually place marks every 50 
kHz on the dial in order to make it easier for me, he did not do that. He said that it was really 
hard to guess the frequency as local stations did not help or any other one around either. He did 
not even take with him his old WRTH, so you can guess with no help of any kind. | had told 
him about the trip of Ronald Schatz who lost his TRF in Cuba and was thrown to jail just for 
listening to the radio there, and he was lucky that he returned alive. 

But he said that nothing happened to him and he was nat bothered, naturally he did not 
do any DXing in public, just in-his room at the hotel and all alone, just in case. He said that 
things are very bad there, you don't have an idea of how desperate the people is because of lack of 
everything, he thought that perhaps some day there could be an uprising due to the desperation 
of the people. But on the other hand they are in a much better condition than we are im relation 
to the electricity. We normally have blackouts for about ten or twelve hours a day and they onty 
have some five hours and they are programmed so they know in advance when they are not 
going to have electricity. in Santo Domingo you never know. 

The real checking was done on his return here. He was surprised to hear as locals some 
Jamaican stations for instance JBC in 560, 750 and RJR on 580. Locals in Santiago de Cuba were 600 
Urbano Noris, of course, 650 and 680, 810, 840, 930, 1150, 1280. He said that he heard a station in 
the USA on 1000 but he could not ID, and he was sure of the frequency as he said that 1t was 
between 990 RCN, Medellin and 1010 R. Aragua, Venezuela. | could not help him either with my 
books, He said that there may be some changes even though he does nat know anything about 
the Cuban dial, but there are some stations thal are not on his old copy of the WRTH. 890 R. 
Musical, Santiago, was not heard. 960 R. Reloj, Guantnamo, not heard either. 1000 R. Musical, 
Sanch Spiritus, not on the air. But WQBA, La Cubanfsima, from Miami could be heard very well 
at night on 1140, ne QRM. Yes, he says that there is a strong jammer on 1180 al Havana and other 
stations on the frequency around the island. A couple of weak Haitians, R. Nationale on 1080 and 
R. Antilles [nternational on 1240, naturalty, remember that the recerver was not a good one, so it 
did not help. Main foreign stations were from Jamaica, then Colombia and Venezuela. Nothing 
from Santo Domingo. The AFRST station on 1340 in Guantanamo Bay was not heard either, 
pethaps too weak, only 250 watts? Or was il the receiver, He was only some 15 or 17 kms. west of 
Guantanamo and did not hear a thing. Strange, eh? 

From 1370 up the receiver is practically useless so nothing good could be heard around 


there at any time. So here is a glimpse on the dial from inside Oriente, Cuba. How do you like 
that?

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DL-2 Delay-Line Phasing Unit _ by Mark Connelly - WATION 


The DL-2 phasing unit is an updated 
version of the DL-1, a delay-line based design 
similar to Cerry Thomas's Phase One. The 
1994 DL-1 article and Gerry Thomas's 1985 
article "The Phase One - A Delay Line Phasing 
Unit” are available through the NRC and 
IRCA reprints services. Gerry's design was 
the first real usage of this technology as 
applied to medium-wave DXing. The Phase 
One was derived from an HF phaser 
presented by John Webb in QST (October 
1982). The DL-1 had used the RCD P2420- 
600NS-100 delay-line costing about $20; the 
Phase One used a more expensive device, the 
Allen Avionics LC300Z050A. After I did 
some further research of delay-lines by Polara, 
Toko, and Rhombus, I settled on the Rhombus 
TZB98-10 which costs about $10 each in 25- 
piece lots. 

The DL-2 has a 15 dB broadband amplifier 
that can be switched in when extra gain is 
required. Although this amplifier (BUF-C1- 
25, or similar BUF-C1-36) has very good 
dynamic range, use of it is not suggested in 
urban environments where overload could 
occur. In those situations, a high-Q tuned, 
high-intercept amplifier between the DL-2 
output and the receiver input is suggested. 
The Mini-MWT-3 regenerative preselector 
described in the DL-1 article will work quite 
well. Dallas Lankford has designed several 
circuits which could also be used. 

In most cases, at least with longer wires 
and a good receiver such as a JRC NRD-535D, 
Drake R8, or Hammarlund HQ-180A, 
amplification is not necessary. This is 
especially true on “normal” skip nights when 
the desired DX left after “pest” nulling can still 
be of appreciable strength. 

As on the DL-1, the DL-2 allows control of 
the levels of Antenna Line 1 and Antenna Line 
2. Each line can be connected alone to 
facilitate level balancing and appraisal of each 
antenna’s directional pickup characteristics. 

Noise-reducing principles have been 
incorporated by the provision for floating 
(non-chassis) grounds at the J3 and }4 inputs. 


Principles of Delay-Line Phasing 

In order to null out unwanted station "A" 
and hear subdominant (desired Dx) station 
“B" when using two wires, the difference in 
phase between “A" and ” 
should differ appreciably from the difference 
in phase between “A” and "B" on Antenna 2. 

Thie condition will most often occur when 
the "A" and "B" signals are coming from 
different directions and the wire antennas are 
oriented somewhat differently. What the 
phasing unit must do is to equalize the levels 


of Antenna 1's pest station “A” contnbution to 
that from Antenna 2 and to provide a 180 
degree phase shift of “A” from Antenna 1 to 
Antenna 2 entering the summation point. 
Level-equalization is most easily 
accomplished when the two wires are of 
sumilar length. If the equal-amplitude / 
opposite-phase condition is met, station "A" is 
nutled, leaving “B" in the clear. Station "B" 
might be reduced somewhat as well, or it may 
actually be increased in level, depending on 
how different the phase difference ("A" to "B”) 
is on Antenna 1 relative to that difference on 
Antenna 2. The occasional instances of 
desired DX stations getting nulled along with 
co-channel pests from a different direction can 
be minimized by having more than two 
tongwire antennas available. Three wires give 
6 possible pairing combinations {1 v 2; 1 v 3; 2 
v3, 142 v3, 143 v2, and J v 2+3). If there are 
substantial angular spreads between the three 
wires, almost any nulling situation can be 
managed. Desired DX close in bearing to 
pests to be nulled can sometimes still be 
listenable if the vertical arrival (skip) angles 
differ. Use of Beverage-length (over 300 m / 
1000 ft.) wires helps in such cases. 

The goal of both the delay-line and the L/C 
type (e. g. MWDX-6) phasing units is to 
provide a continuously-variable phase shift of 
the signal contributions from one or both of 
the antenna inputs. The delay-hne method 
provides continuous shift on one of the two 
lines: Line 2 in the DL-2 case. To provide a 
full 360 degrees of shifting, a 0-deg. / 180-deg. 
vector is provided by R2 across the T2 balun 
secondary and a 90-deg. / 270-deg. 
{approximate) vector is provided by R3 after 
the delay-line with delay range switch $4 set 
to the tap providing a delay time of a quarter 
of a cycle of signal frequency {300 ns at about 
830 kHz). The 0/189 and the 90/270 vectors 
are summed to provide a variable-amplitude 
vector that can be “rotated” through a 
complete 360 degrees of shift. The delay time 
(tap) setting is a good deal less critical than 
you would think. Most medium-wave nulls 
should be executed with $4 set to 300 ns. Ina 
few low-band cases, 500 ns may work better 
and the 50 or 150 ns settings might 
occasionally do better above 1100 kHz. 

The Ri (Line 1) potentiometer reduces the 
level of pest station signal from Antenna 1 in 
cases when it is substantially larger than 
pickup of the same station on Antenna 2. 
Without this capability, it would not be 
possible to equalize the Antenna 1 
contribution with the 180-degree shifted 
Antenna 2 contribution and a nul] would not 
be produced. 

The Rhombus TZB95-10 delay-line has 10 
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taps on it; these provide more delay times 
than needed. The four taps connected to S4 
have been chasen for best performance at 
medium-wave frequencies. I've tested the DL- 
2 on longwave, 160-meters, and tropical 
bands and nulls of electrical noise and of 
steadier signals have been obtainable. Of 
course, a switch with more positions could be 
used at $4 if a given DXer wanted to utilize 
more of the taps. 

The user will find that nulling with the 
DL-2 can be simpler than nuiling with L/C 
design units because there are fewer knobs to 
tweak. The broadband delay-line based 
phasing approach does have as an advantage 
the ability to QSY (change frequency) to scan 
the band and to check parallel frequencies on 
both medium-wave and shortwave quickly. 
These features can come in handy on Beverage 
DXpeditions and in other cases when a good 
opening is bombarding you with rare DX and 
you want to get maximum loggings in 
minimum time. 

With some antennas (especially shorter 
ones), a tuned L/C phaser (e. g. MWDX-6) can 
provide somewhat higher signal levels than 
broadband delay-tine based units such as DL- 
1 and DL-2. “ Also, in urban areas, the 
preselection provided by an L/C phaser can 
reduce the likelihood of the receiver being 
overloaded and producing spurious signals. 
There are advantages and disadvantages to 
both delay-line and tuned L/C type phasing 
unit designs. 

For adequate signal levels with the DL-2, 
the minimum suggested wire length for each 
antenna is 20 m. / 66 ft. Wires much shorter 
than Beverage length should be aligned for an 
angular spread of 45 to 135 degrees, or 225 to 
315 degrees, between them. Slopers and 
Beverages may work best with a 180 degree 
spread as they would each have distinct 
inherent nulls in opposite directions. I use 
one sloper that nulls about 10 dB to the west 
and another that nulls about 10 dB to the east. 
Phasing with that set-up is good because 
virtually na eastward signals come off the 
westward- favoring sloper when the 
amplitude of its western pick-up is reduced to 
the same level as the fairly-low (180-degree 
shifted) western pick-up of the eastward- 
favoring antenna. The result is little or no 
cancellation of eastward Trans-Atlantic 
stations when pesty stateside clears are 
nulled. Indeed, stations easily heard on the 
phased wires (such as Algeria - 891 with 
WBMA/WLS - 890 nulled and England - 
1089 with WBAL - 1090 nulled) are often just 
loud hets on any loop used. 

A loop or an active whip can be substituted 
for one or both wire antenna inputs. If two 
active whips are used, they must be spaced at 


least 30 m / 100 ft. apart. If two loops are 
used, the preferred orientation is 90 degrees to 
each other and 45 degrees (one clockwise, one 
counterclockwise) off the pest station's 
bearing. 


erat DL-2: Initial Set- 

The controls, as shown in Figures 1 and 2, 
are Ri (Line 1: level), R2 (Line 2: 0/180 deg. 
level), R3 (Line 2: 90/270 deg. level), S1 (Line 1 
Ground Mode: FLOAT or COMMON), 82 (Line 
2 Ground Mode: FLOAT or COMMON), S3 
(Function: Ant. Line 1, Ant. Line 2, Null-a, 
Null-b), $4 (Delay Range), and $5 (Amplifier 
On / Off). 

Connect one antenna wire to J1 and the 
other wire to J2. Floating grounds (e. g. sets of 
ground rods separated in distance from mains 
? receiver chassis ground) may be connected 
to J3 and J for reduction in electrical noise. 
Coaxial feeders from remote noise-reducing 
‘Bevmatcher' style matching pads / stepdown 
transformers can be connected to J1/J3 (Line 
1) and to J2/J4 (Line 2). $1 is set to FLOAT if 
noise-reducing grounding is available on Line 
1 (i. e, connected te J3); otherwise it should be 
set to COMMON. Similarly, $2 is set to 
FLOAT for a noise-reducing ground 
connection to J4 or COMMON for other Line 2 
set-ups. Delay range switch $4 should 
usually be initialized to 300 ns. 
Experimentation may determine those 
occasional needs to use a different setting. 
Settings of $3, RI, R2, and R3 are discussed in 
the Nulling Procedure to follow. S5 (the 
Amplifier switch) should be set to OFF until a 
null has been completed. 


Operating the DL-2: Nulling Procedure 

Initially set Ri and R2~ fully 
counterclockwise (CCW) and set R3 to 
mechanical center (12 o'clock). 

1. Set $3 to 1 and then to 2. If the level (of 
the “pest” station or noise to be nulled) is 
stronger with $3 set to 1, adjust R1 until the 
strength at S3 position 1 is equal to that at $3 
position 2. An S-meter observation is best, but 
an audible comparison may be adequate 

2, Set $3 to Null-a and then to Null-b, 
Leave it at the position that gives the lower 
signal indication on the station to be nulled. 
Default to Null-a if there is no observable 
difference. 

3. Run R2 through its range. If a dip 
occurs, leave R2 at the position of best null; 
otherwise, set it to mechanical center (12 
o'dock). 

4. Run R3 through its range. Ifa good null 
develops, leave R3 at the position of best nult 
and then proceed to Step 5. Otherwise, run R3 
through its range as you try different positions 
of the $4 Delay Range switch. 


5. By this time, a null should be well- 
established. Make VERY SMALL successive 
adjustments of R2 and R3 to finish up the 
null. Sometimes moving a bit past the best 
dip on a given pot (e. g. R2) might result in a 
superior overall null when the slight 
adjustment of the other pat (e. g. R3) is made. 

6. When nulling has been completed, the 
$5 Amplifier switch may be set to ON if signal 
levels are at, or below, the receiver's noise 
floor. As noted above, a tuned external 
amplifier will do better at urban sites. 


, procedures given above are a good 
starting point. Over time, users may develop 
other procedures that work as well, or better. 
As with any nulling system (phasing or 
looping), the best results will be on daytime 
groundwave and on lower-angle skip at night. 
Nulls of low-band stations are somewhat 
more stable than those of high-banders. 
"Easy" nulls of daytime regional and 
“graveyard” stations (already exhibiting 
evidence of sub-dominant stations) should be 
pursued first in order ta gain proficiency in 
adjusting the DL-2 controls. High-angle skip, 
mixed groundwave / skywave, and various 
multipath / multi-skip situations are difficult 
nulls to set up on any looping or phasing 
system. Phased Beverages seem to do the best 
and Adcock arrays are supposed to work well 
also. 

Developing a table of R1/R2/R3/S3/54 
sethngs known to null key stations (e. g. 
midwest clears) can speed’ up the nulling 
process for these stations and for others on 
similar frequencies and bearings. Once 
experience has been gained with the DL-2 on 
a given pair of antennas, the knob positions 
can often be preset and just tweaked slightly to 
get toa good null. 

For instance, from a New England QTH, 
null control set-ups for WMAQ-670 (IL), 
WLW-700 (OH), WGN-720 (IL), CBL-740 
(ON), WJR-760 (MI), WBBM-780 (IL}, CKLW- 
800 (ON), and WLS-8%0 (IL) do not vary much 
from a single approximate set-up of the 
controls. That comes in handy in situations 
such as mine where the majority of pest 
stations come from similar bearings. This 
result is similar to what Gerry Thomas 
LEFT SIDE 
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observed with his Phase One. 

Ifa tuned source such as a loop (or tunable 
preselector) is to be phased against a 
broadband source such as a wire or an active 
whip, the Q (selectivity) of the loop should be 
reduced somewhat from normal. This is done 
by switching in a Q-spoiling resistor of about 
20K across the loop’s L/C tank. Doing this 
will also improve in two-loop nulling cases. 
If there is too much difference in Q between 
the two inputs, insufficient nulling of 
sideband splash will result because of the 
different frequency-response curves and 
group-delay properties of the sources. Your 
carrier may null 50 dB, but the sidebands 
maybe only 20 dB or so. There is a crossover 
point at which reducing Q results in too much 
degradation of the signal-to-noise ratio. Only 
reduce Q as much as necessary to result in an 
adequate null of a pest station's carrier and 
sidebands. Use of a 50K or 100K 
potentiometer, with a integral switch to open 
up the connection for normal (non-phasing) 
loop use, may be the best approach to Q- 
spoiling a loop for best phase-nulling results. 

When two-loop nulling is nearly 
completed using normal DL-2 procedures, the 
last few dB of null may be "squeezed out" 
through fine adjustment of either loop's 
physical position and/or loop tuning 
capacitor settings.

This is usually the case where an FM station 
will bury the ID in a stop-set (ad break), 
falling at the same time each hour. ‘The 
traditional legal ID at the top of the hour,

I thought I'd better touch base with you 
and MUSINGS before departing on yet 
another trip. I don't think you've heard from 
me since early in the year, just prior to our 
Mallorca trip although we did talk a little at 
the Kulpsville session where I did enjoy the 
few hours I spent with you guys. I believe | 
was telling you about the bothersome buzz 
I've been getting here since early last fall, and 
am still being bothered by it. It's nota 
continuous thing, sometimes net appearing 
on the AM band for several days, or maybe for 
just a few hours in the evening. But every time 
i tum on the radio, I hold my breath for fear 
it’s there, and if it isn’t, for fear it may 
suddenly appear. Even when it's not on the 
BCB it can usually be found on the LW band, 
but when it's really bad, as it is today, it 
extends from 153khz all the way to 29995 in 
the SW band varying in intensity being 
particularly severe at the low end of the band 
up to around 700 khz. Fortunately, { can null 
it considerably with the tilt feature of the Kiwa 
loop and it doesn't really cause too much of a 
disturbance from 700 through 1610, but my 
feeling is that any exessive sort of noise 
making long distance DXing just that much 
more difficult and | can't stand putting up 
with it. I've worked with 2 guys from the 
Philadelphia Electric Company who both 
agree that the noise is coming through the 
power lines but no one has yet pinpointed the 
source. I've gone out in my car several times 
when the buzz is severe and found it in most 


directions for miles. So I don’t know what to 
do, but I will again call the fellow from PECO 
tomorrow, if the buzz is buzzing tomorrow! I 
called the FCC once, but since my noise wasn't 
interfering with any major AM stations in the 
area, they couldn't care less. (Your experience 
is exactly the same as mine, Ben, except that 
my buzz is on 24 hours a day, except for a 
handful of odd times. -pls) I have beer 
hearing a number of TA stations this month 
despite my buzz, and those with the best 
signals include Sevifle-684, Murcia-855, BBC- 
1089, Nitra-1098, Zadar-1134, Norway-1314, 
Germany-1422, Monte Carlo-1467 and Duba- 
1521. Just run of the mill stuff but OK for hot 
August. On 2 recent nites, [ counted 55 and 60 
TA signals, mostly hets, but they should soon 
develop into interesting signals. Locally, I of 
course have noted the demise of WBUX and 
now on 1570 the usual dominant one in the 
daytime is WKDB with its Kiddies stuff 
although sometimes WPGM takes over. I 
have also heard a strong carrier testing on 700 
which would be the new station in 
Walkersville, MD, and a while back, I heard a 
strong carrier in the evening on 1040 which 
could have been the new Flemington, NJ 
testing (Still no construction on that one, Ben- 
DWS). The new Penns Landing TIS on 830 in 
Philadelphia is strong here, better than the 
Walt Whitman Bridge TIS on 530, but not as 
good as the Philly Airport on 1610. I don't do 
much DX domestically speaking, but I do 
regularly listen to WQEW each Saturday and 
Sunday night because I really enjoy the old, 
old records played by Rich Conaty, who is 
only 40! I was able to pick WQEW up easily 
on a car radio while up in VT last month. 
Where we're going next month (9/21-10/12) 
is one of my favorite places, the British Isles. 
My wife, daughter and I will spend a week in 
Scotland, and when my daughter leaves for 
home, my wife and I will visit friends on the 
Isle of Man. We met them in Mallorca. Then 
we will continue on through Wales to London 
and return home ourselves. I am particularly 
looking forward to the DX from the Isle of 
Man, which is a semi-independent country 
between Scotland, England and Northern 
Ireland. So you will be hearing from me when 
Iget back.
